Laumets is recovering from 
the shoulder dislocation he suf- 
fered at Socceroo training last 
week. Laumets Panertalg is 
keen to face Croatia but if he 
does he'll be acting against 
medical advice. 

But Alan Davidson may be 
back from his brush with death 
three weeks ago and Oscar 
Crino also returns, ready to. 
show his considerable skills 
here. Crino has been suffering 
from a leg injury. 

Croatia midfielder Camp- 
bell has been troubled by a 
groin strain but he's a definite 
starter against Hellas. Even if 
it takes painkillers to get him 
out onto the park! 

The striking combinations of 
both outfits — Doug Brown 
and Charlie Egan of Hellas and 
Dave Brogan and Tommy 
Cumming of Croatia — have 
outstanding scoring potential. 
That will put the defensive or- 
ganisation of Hellas and 
Croatia under the microscope. 

It also puts the organisa- 
tional ability of rival coaches 
Len McKendry of Hellas and 
Croatia’s Terry Hennessy to 
the t test. 

Cumming, who injured his 
shoulder badly against Ca- 
nberra last week, still could 
play against Hellas. He was 
advised by his doctor on 
Monday to rest the shoulder 
for three or four days and if no 
significant improvement in his 
condition takes place, then 
he’ll have X-rays. 

Hennessy concedes that 
Hellas is a fine, disciplined 
cout: but far from unbeatab- 
e. 


Going back to that great 
Buffalo Gold Summer Cup 
final, the main feature of 
Croatia’s forward thrusts was 
the lack of quality of the servie 
given to Brogan. Far too often, 
the class Croatia striker found 
himself challenging for balls in 
the air against Steve Blair or 
trying to contro] the ball on his 
chest under tremendous pres- 
sure, That has to change if 
Croatia is to win on Sunday. 

Which brings us to what 
should be an absorbing mid- 
field exchange. Crino eee 
Croatia in that Cup final. A 
repeat performance here will 
ensure a Hellas victory.

Rejected APIA midfielder Peter 
Tredinnick is determined to prove 
that National coach Frank Arok made 
a glaring mistake in not selecting him 
for the coming international series. 


Tredinnick, who was voted “Daily Mirror’ — Presto 
Player of the Year in 1983, has been in tremendous early- 
season form. 

And after playing for Australia in the Merlion Cup in 
Singapore in November last year, his omission from the 40- 
man squad came as 2 surprise 

“| want'to win back my position in the Socceroo squad, 
Tradinnick said. 

“The only way to do that is to play better than the mid- 
fielders selected. 

"| was very upset and angry at not being selected. | 
thought my form was good enough and it has given me the 
incentive to play even better. 

“My game has picked up 100 percent,” he added. 

Others determined to get into the national squad include 
Peter Katholos (Olympic), and Tommy Cumming {Mel- 
bourne Croatia). 


APIA coach Fil Bottalico couldn t understand why Tredin- 
nick was overlooked. 

“How can you leave him.out of the squad after he s been 
in such good early season form?

Tredinnick’s main attributes as a midfield player are his

In 1979 Tredinnick was selected in the Australian youth 
team, which was eliminated in the final preliminary round 
played in Paraguay ‘ 

That team included some of the household names of 
Australian soccer — among them Jennings, Katholos. Theo 
Selemidis, Danny Moulis, Steven Hogg and Alan Davidson 

Rudi Gutendorf, who was coach of the Australian team in 
1979, selected Tredinnick in a preliminary squad but he 
was dropped soon after. 

In 1981 and ‘82 Tredinnick enjoyed mixed fortune, play- 
ing for Wollongong City, bounced back to prominence last 
year playing for APIA and is now out to prove his non- 
selection is unjustified.

Ruthless tackles, 


behind-play incidents 


and sendings-off are 
becoming more and 
more common in 
Australian soccer, so 
it’s time harsher pen- 
alties were devised 
for the offenders. 


A tribunal committee should 
be set up to examine violent in- 
cidents, as is the case in Aus- 
tralian Rules and Rugby Lea- 


gue. 

With Channel 0/28 filming 
most matches, their footage 
should be used in judging the 
offenders. 

In addition, a referees’ in- 
spector should be at all match- 
es, so he can report to the tri- 
bunal any incident that the ref- 
eree or linesmen may miss. 

It was in this way that 
Sydney Rugby League player 
Les Boyd was suspended for 12 
months over having broken an 
opponent's jaw. 

We can’t continue to allow 
players getting away with 
things like elbowing opponents 
in the head, kneeing them in 
the back, or punching them in 
the face behind play 

Look at the case involving 
Alan Davidson. 

He was fighting for his life 
last week at Middle Park, and 
had it not been for the quick- 
thinking supporter, Bill Siava- 
las, who cleared Alan’s air 
passage, Alan would have suf- 
fered brain damage only 60 
seconds later. And had he been 
left unattended for two 
minutes more, he would have 
died. 

It was Alan himself who ad- 
vocated the tribunal system 
for offenders, while he was 
still in hospital. How right he 
is! We can’t let acts of vio- 
lence go by, for such offenders 
will do it again and again if the 
punishment for a sending off 
continues to be a mere one- 
match suspension. 

A player can be sent off for 
swearing, or for a late tackle 
which could cause permanent 
injury, yet in both cases, the 
punishment is identical. 

In League and Aussie Rules, 


The highlight of his career 
so far has been his win in the 
1980 Victorian Rothmans 
Medal. 

McGuinness, then with Ju- 
ventus of Melbourne, polled 34 
votes to win by four votes from 
Mike Glykokalamos of West- 
ern Suburbs. Billy Wilkinson, 
then with George Cross, and 
Rob Cullen, then with Preston 
Makedonia, finished equal 
third with 19 votes. 

McGuinness didn’t mince 
his words after that medal 
win. 

“This shows Hellas that ['m 
better than they gave me 
credit for and now that I’ve 
proved myself the laugh’s on 
them. I've done enough with- 
out the Rothmans win to prove 
that I can play NSL football 
but there is no doubt that many 
NSL sides look at players with 
some sort of award to their 
credit.”’ 

McGuinness also finished 
the 1980 season as the leading 
State League scorer, with 17 
goals. Gary Ward was second 
(16 goals) and George McMil- 
lan was third (14 goals). 

Hellas renewed its interest 
in McGuinness early in 198] 
but he switched to Townsville, 
then in the Queensland State 
League. He joined Morwell 
Falcons in the Victorian State 
League in 1983 and two weeks 
ago, he transferred to Ajax. 

It was a busy weekend for 


the punishment fits the crime, 
and so it should be in soccer.

Platini the 
mastermind 


I watched the second leg 
of the European Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup semi-final be 
tween Juventus of Turin 
and Manchester United on 
TV last week and one thing 
that was quite clear was 
just how brilliant Michel 
Platini is. 


He's one of the best, if not - 


the best, attacking midfielders 
in the world today. His mobi- 
lity is exceptional, his passing 
and vision excetlent and his 
scoring record in the tough de- 
fensive climate of Italian foot- 
ball speaks for itself. Already 
this season, he’s scored 19 
league goals for Juventus. 
That's a record any forward 
would be proud of, so just how 
good is Platini, who can score 
so many goals as a midfielder? 
Everytime he touches the 
bail you expect something spe- 
cial to happen. Even though 
Manchester United’s Remi 
Moses was breathing down 
Platini’s neck, the Juventus 
midfielder and captain of 
France still was able to stamp 
his authority on the game. 
There aren’t many players 
who would pass the bail to a 
team mate who was marked

find himself returning to the 
National League, he also got 
married 

In all, his transfers in Aus- 
tralian soccer have amounted 
to $34,500. 

The skilful Scot played with 
Motherwell in his native coun- 
try and Portsmouth in Eng- 
land before joining Sydney 
City Hakoah in 1977. He 
switched to Hellas in 1978 for 
$8,000, to Juventus in 1979 for 
$3,000, to Townsville in 1981 for 
$11,000, to Morwell last year 
for $5,000 and finally to Ajax 
for $7,500. 

“T’ve got nothing against the 
Falcons, but to be honest, I’m 
glad that I've left them,” said 
McGuinness. 

“J wasn’t playing well there 
and I wasn’t happy. I don’t 
think my style suited Falcons. 
I like to get balls played into 
my feet, to get support, and to 
be allowed to go at defenders. 

McGuinness played with 
Ajax last week in a friendly 
against Hellas. The match 
ended in a 1-} draw and 
McGuinness scored. 

“Of course, it was great 
scoring on my debut but what 
really stood out to me was the 
tremendous support I got from 
our midfield. Any time I was 
in trouble I always was given 
an outiet.”” 

McGuinness, 30, will link 
with Paul Lewis and Les 
Carter up front for Ajax. 


but Juventus players were pre- 


pared to give the ball to Platini 
at every opportunity. That just 
shows you what his team 
mates think of him. It also 
shows you that his team mates 
realise that Platini draws op- 
ponents towards him, giving 
other Juventus players a lot 
more freedom. 


Juventus certainly is one of 
the best and most consistent 
teams in Europe and will be 
really stiff opposition for the 
Socceroos in the coming inter- 
national tournament but the 
experience to be gained 
against teams of Juventus’ 
class will be invaluable for our 
players. 

It’s just a pity that the great 
Platini won't be able to come 
here because he'll be olaving 
for France.

Not for him the solitary goal hore and there. No, he 
scores his in lots of three and four! 

Ho notched a hat-trick for Marconi in his Australian debut 
on May 15 last year, so against Melbourne Croatia recently, 
he figured he'd better pay his new club, Heidelberg-Alexan- 
der the same compliment. 

So he scored four in that game, to spearhead Heidelberg to 
a 5-2 victory. ; 

He scored again the following week, in a victory over 
Canberra — and that was the first time since coming to Aust- 
ralia that he notched only a “‘single’’. 

In 20 games since arriving from England where he played 
for Rotherham, Winn has scored a total of 12 goals. And 
those 12 were amassed in only five of the 20 games. 


“1 tend to get my goals in lots of twos and threes but I’m 
working on spreading thom over more games to make it look 
botter,’’ Winn says. 


His hat-trick in that first game for Marconi last year, gave 
his new club a 5-4 victory over Wollongong. 


He failed to score in the next two games — against Bris- 
bane City and APIA - and then missed 10 matches due to 
injury. 

He came back for the game against Newcastle, missed out 
the following week against APIA, and then hit the goal trail 
again by notching two in Marconl's 3-1 victofy over Make- 
donia. 

Winn falted to add to his tally in the final five games of the 
1983 senson — and that five-week stretch romains his long- 
est goalless poriod since coming to Australia.

An outsider observer — Martian, for in- 
stance — could assume that everyone in 
soccer is deeply and constantly concerned 
about dwindling attendances. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. 


Actually, nobady is really concerned Ciub managements have 
given up hope ages ago. They simply wait for their team’s 
clash with Olympic or South Melbourne Hellas, pray for good 
weather — and write the rest of the year off 


They know that they can turn themselves inside out and still fail to ap- 
preciably increase the crowds 

NSL officials are not concerned, either If everything else fails, same 
sponsorship money will keep their office running. 


Promoting soccer, they feel, is not their task anyway. {t's up to the clubs. 

(Oh yeah, the clubs say, then why have an NSL? They ought to meet and. 
sort this thing out. really.) 

The media certainly don't care about attendances. Sure, they do make 
some noises, an occasions! righteous exclamation — but deep down 
(and not too deep, either), they don't give a damn. 


And why should they? The newspapers will survive even if soccer is 
banned or outlawed. as for TV. the less people go to watch soccer the 
more they are likely to watch the box. 

Actually, the only ones who should really care about falling crowds are 
the players, Eventuaily, it will be their livelihood that’s hit. 

But judging by their generally inept performances, the players dont 
care. either 


Who said there were divisions in soccer? 
Or logic, for that matter? 


Take the ASF.and the NSL (Please, take them.) For years now, they 
have been preoccupied with “marketing” and “packaging” soccer 

They have beer making all sorts of secret and semi-secret deals and 
pacts with “specialists” whose chief credential is that they don't 
know soccer — and dont even like it 

This, clearly. establishes them as impartial authorites, unbiased judges of 
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wonders whether full-

Well, Marconi had bought David Lowe, and with Peter 
Sharne also back at the clubs, there were six forwards com- 
pating for three positions. The others were Rod Brown, Mark 
Jankovics, Rene Licata and |. Lowe had to play because 
they’d spent quite a lot of money on him, and Sharne is a big 
favorite at Marconi, so | thought I might as well make the 
move. I'm glad | did. 


“Heidelberg is a very young team — in fact at 24, I'm the 
oldest — and I’ve struck up a good partnership up front 
with Scott Patterson. We've also got Peter Devine coming 
over from Blackburn Rovers in England, and hopefully he'll 
score goals as woll.’” 


It took Winn four games to settle in with Heidelberg, 
before he cut loose with his four goals against Croatia. 

None of the contenders for the Boral Bricks $1000 top 
scorer’s award aver can feel they've got a big enough lead 
over Winn. With two games to go at the end of the year, he’s

Only recently named as assistant national team 
coach to Frank Arok former international star 
Abonyi was the least likely candidate for a sacking 

For years, as player and then as coach, he was a 
darling of Croatia officials and supporters, he all 
but became an honorary Croatian. : 

This season they recalled him fram Canberra, it 
was like a home coming for the club’s favorite son. 

But then things turned sour. One defeat after an- 
other by a team which was supposed to be the dark 
horse of the NSL 

Last Sunday week, after the Biacktown match, 
came the execution: swift and decisive. 

“The club secretary came into the dressing room 
and told me my services were no longer required.” 
Abonyi says. 

"] half expected it, | knew a lot was riding on this 
match. |! was confident we could win it too, with 
Boden and Borges gradually slotting into. the team. 

“And we had the chances six, maybe more. 
My God, how we could have won, hands down. But 
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we didn't So! had to be sacked. Somebody said 
this wasn’t the normal thing to do.” 

Abonyi isn't bitter; he is desperately trying to be 
realistic, balanced and understanding. 

“Yes,” he says, “I do understand Croatia. The 
club cannot afford to have a losing team; if the 
crowds drop from 5000 to. 2000. they'if go broke. 

“They can't sack the team, so they have to sack 
the coach. isn't that traditional? 

“It's a professional hazard, something every 
coach must be prepared for every weekend. The 
more success-hungry a club is, the bigger the risk 
for the coach. Greek, Italian and Croatian ciubs in 
Australia are prime targets — because they have 
the most to lose.” 

Abonyi says Croatia was decent and fair they 
have honored a ‘loose contract’ agreement with 
him and arranged a financial settlement with him. 

Now, however, he is wondering whether to stay 
fulltime in the game he loves so very much. 

. ‘There isn’t much security in soccer and this is 
\something that can't be good news for a man wha 
Aas to support a family. 

1 have to think real hard now whether to return 
fo my trade (cutter and designer in men’s fashion} 
or persevere with soccer, fulltime. 

» ‘For the time being, I'll be working with Frank 
Arok but the events of the past few days will make 
even that a bit difficult 

“Then 1 hope to find a club to coach, because / 
don't want to live without soccer 

“| really feel that in my seven years as a coach. 
I've proved a thing or two. with Croatia, then Meli- 
ta. Riverwood and even Canberra. 

“But when the survival of a club is at stake, the 
coach can be sacrificed, only idiots don't believe 
this or coaches that think they are mightier than 
the clubs. 

“Of course. all this could have happened at a 
better time than Easter. my parents were visiting 
us fram Melbourne 

Only a few weeks ago Frank Arok openly rated 
Abony; as the “most talented young coach in 
Australia” Not surprisingly, he invited him to be his 
assistant with the national team.

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Johnny raced to reach the ball as a defend- 
er closed in to try to cover the path to goal. 


it was a situation he had 
been in dozens of times 
before in the 160 games he 
had played already that sea- 
son, but this time there was a 
difference. 


Johnny could feal a tearing 
sensation in his right knee, as 
if somebody had cut into him 

‘with a knife, and ho released a 
cry of pain as he collapsed to 
the ground. 

It was the last time he was ever 
going to challenge for a ball. He 
was burned out and finished as a 
footballer. 

Johnny was just 14 years old. 

The above is the dramatic start 
to a special report released re- 
cently in England on overplayed 
schoolboy soccer players. 

it is a fictional case but, really, 


@ fact for many young players _ 


who are being pushed beyond 
their physical limits in the quest 
for soccer pride and prizes, 

Too often it is the pride of 
pushy parents, and ambitious 
junior coaches that is the root 
cause of one of the most alarming 
traits in football, 

They coax and cajole young- 
gaters into playing more com- 

petitive soccer than Is good 
for them and many are worn 
out before they have reached 
physical maturity. 

The report, which was issued 
by Mike Varney, physiotherapist 
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at Tottenham Hotspurs, has a 
complete history on Johnny the 
fictional character mentioned 
above. 

Johnny's history bears resem- 
blance to some of our young 
players in Australia who start their 
competitive career at the ripe old 
age of six. 

Some of the young players 
have been playing competitive 
soccer for 10 years by the time 
they reach 16. ; 

During that period it's possible 
they have trained twice a week at 
their club and played at the week- 
end. That's fine but in. that time 
they could have played sport a 
number of days at school in- 
cluding representing the schoo! at 
soccer, football, swimming, ath- 
letics and maybe cricket. 

What is wrong with that, you 
may argue. It’s healthy and it’s 
good for them. 

it can be good for them but un- 
fortunately in many of the above 
cases they may have to endure 
the competitive environment 
which of course involves the 
pushy parent and the over-ambi- 
tious school teacher and junior 
coach. 

Much has been written about 
the effect of the above stresses on 
the young player’ é*mind. 

Very often the young player just 
goes through the mations of play- 
ing, without using his head be- 
cause of this pushy environment. 
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Victorian coaching director 





The coaches who select rep- 
resentative teams at this level are 
often looking for “thinking play- 
ers’ with playing ability. 

When representative honors do 
not come the way of the boy the 
reaction of the pushy parent and 
coach is to.encourage the boy to 
step up his effort to make the rep- 
resentative coach sit up and take 
notice. 

Coupled with the reports on 
mental stress we now have, this 
report by Mike Varney outline 
some of the physical stresses 
which have actually forced young 
boys to give up sport or at least 
have a long break from it. 

Varney asks if you ever have 
heard of Osgood-Schlatter. 

It is in fact a medical term for 
injuries caused by wear and tear 
and over-use of the limbs of 
youngsters, and Varney suggests 
more and more young footballers 
are becoming familiar with the 
term as they breakdown under the 
Stress and strain of too much 
football. 

There is a growing concern 
about it in the professional! game 


in England. Varney made the dis- 
turbing statement that he has 
seen 300 cases of Osgood- 
Schlatter injuries to young players 
in five years. 

He commented: “‘These 
kids are victims of what I call 
the Gladiator Syndrome. They 
are sent out to-do battle for 
parents and teacher who want 
to bask in thoir reflected glo- 

He added: “I'm not saying that 
every boy who plays 200 games 4 
year breaks down, but a high per- 
centage do. 

‘As conditioned, robotic ath- 
letes they are not allowed to get 
on which playing the game the 
way it should be played. Sooner 
or later they become fed up with 
football, playing like mini-robots 
with no flair or imagination and 
their potential can fade by the 
time they reach 14. 

Former England International 
Jimmy Greaves, commenting on 
the report said: “| have been 
saying for years that there is too 
much pressure on schoolboy foot- 
ballers. When ! was a kid | always 


had a ball at my feet, knocking it 
against walls and lamp posts and 
sharpening my skills that way. 

‘Nowaday you rarely see kids 
playing with a ball in the street or 
park simply because they are 
playing too much competitive 
football, which drains their appe- 
tite and enthusiasm for the game. 

“| don't think playing too much 
football is the trouble, rather play- 
ing too much pressure football. 
Go to any park's pitch on a Satur- 
day or Sunday and you will see 
parents and teachers screaming 
and yelling at kids, demanding 
extra effort and putting the fear of 
God into them, 

“They are not allowed to devel- 
op natural skills and have teach- 
ers and parents — often failed 
footballers themselves — talking 
mumbo-jumbo tactics. 


“| don't think kids should 
play competitive football until 
they are at least 13 or 14. Let 
them enjoy the game and find 
out just what they can do 
without anybody stifling the 
inventive minds that young- 
sters have,"’ 

Trevor Brooking of West Ham 
and England said: “Football can 
be dangerous for youngsters if 
they are taught to regard it as the 
be-all-and-end-all.”” - 


“Up to the age of 11, | believe 
boys should play for fun only. 
After that, competition should be 
balanced carefully with training in 
football skills.”

ft’s Roma v. Liverpool 


The prayers of mil- 
lions of neutral 
soccer fans were an- 
swered when Italian 
millionaire club Roma 
and mighty Liverpool 
of England battled 
through to the final 
of the European 
Champions’ Cup. 


This final, which will be staged 
in Rome’s magnificent Olympic 
Stadium on May 30, is the game 
everyone has wanted to see since 
the competition began in Septem- 
ber and should be one of the most 
glamorous in the Champions’ Cup 
29-year history. 

Liverpool. Cup winner in 1977, 
1978 and 1981. overcame the 
rugged Dinamo Bucharest in rain- 
lashed Romania 2-1 for a 3-1 ag- 
gregate win while Roma, basking 
in the Italian sunshine, ripped 
Scotland's Dundee United apart 
3-0 to complete a thrilling 3-2 
overall victory 

Inevitably, it was Welshman 
fan Rush who scored the goals 
which took Liverpool into the final 
for the fourth time in eight years. 
And fittingly, his 11th minute 
opener was his 100th for the club 
since joining for what now {coks a 
bargain price of $455,000 from 
Fourth Division Chester three 
seasons ago. 

Roma, bidding to become the 
first Italian club to lift Europe's 
premier trophy since AC Milan in 
1969, had cancelled out the 
Scots’ 2-0 first-leg lead by the 
half-time whistle with two goals 
from striker Roberto “Bomber” 
Pruzzo 

Pruzzo, who was feft out of 
the Italian World Cup squad in 
1982 despite finishing top 
scorer in the First Division that 
season struck in the 23rd and 
40th minutes as Dundee 
United wilted under incessant 
pressure and the afternoon 
sun. 

He continued his one-man des- 
truction of the Scottish defence in 
the 58th minute when he weaved 
in on goal in search of his hat-trick 
and was bundled to the ground by

Midfielder Agostino di Barto- 
lomei netted the resultant penalty 
with consummate ease and Roma 
was through to its first European 
final since it claimed the UEFA 
Cup in 1961.
